G.S.R. 97(E). — in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) 
of section 3 of the All India"Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), and in pursuance of rule 8 
of sub-rule 1 of the Indian Police Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1954, the Central 
Government after consultation with the Governments of the States concerned and 
Union Public Service Commission, hereby makes the following regulations: 

1. Short title—These regulations may be called the Indian Police Service (Appointment 
by Limited Competitive Examination) Regulations, 2011 

2. Definitions -(1) In these regulations, unless the context, otherwise requires,- 

(a) “available vacancies” means the vacancies in the Service as determined by the 
Central Government under sub-rule (2) of rule 4 of the Recruitment Rules are to be filled 
on the results of an examination, 

(b) “Commission” means the Union Public Service Commission; 

(c) “examination'" means a limited competitive examination for recruitment to the Service 
held under sub-rule (1)(a) of rule 4 of the Recruitment Rules 

(d) “list” means the list of candidates prepared under sub-regulation (1) of regulation 7; 

(e) “Recruitment Rules” means the Indian Police .Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1954, 

(f) “Scheduled Castes”, “Scheduled Tribes" and “Other Backward Classes” shall have 
the same meanings as are assigned to them by clauses (24) and (25) respectively of 
article 366 of the Constitution of India; and 

(g) “Service” means the Indian Police Service 


2(2) All other words and expressions used in these regulations and not defined shall 
have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Recruitment Rules 


3. Holding of Examination .- (1) The examination shall be conducted by the Commission 
in the manner notified by the Central Government from time to time

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4 Conditions of Eligibility - In order to^be eligible to compete at the examination, a 
candidate must satisfy the following conditions, namely - 

(i) Nationality 

(a) He must be a citizen of India, or 

(b) He must belong to such categories of persons as may, from time to time, be notified 
in this behalf by the Central Government. 

(ii) Age He must have not attained the age of 35 years on the first day of August of the 
year in which the examination is held

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect of such categories of 
persons as may from time to time, be notified in this behalf by the Central 
Government to the extent and subject to the conditions notified in respect of each 
category 

(lii) Educational Qualifications’ He must hold a degree of any University incorporated by 
an Act of the Central or State Legislature in India or other educational institutions 
established by«an Act of Parliament or declared to be deemed as Universities under 
section 3 of the University Grants Commission Act, 1956, or a foreign University 
approved by the Central Government from time to time, or possess a qualification which 
has been recognised by the Central Government [for the purpose of admission to the 
examination] 

Provided that- 

(a) in the exceptional cases the Commission may, treat as qualified a candidate who 
though not possessing the qualification prescribed in this clause, has passed 
examinations conducted by othennstitutions of a standard which, in the opinion of the 
Commission, justifies the admission of the candidate to the examination, and 

(b) candidates who are otherwise qualified but have taken degrees from foreign 
Universities, which are not approved by the Central Government, may also be admitted 
to the examination at the discretion of the Commission 

(iv) Attempts at the examination Every candidate appearing for the examination, 
who is otherwise eligible, shall be permitted two attempts at the examination, and the 
appearance of a candidate at the examination will be deemed to be an attempt at the 
examination irrespective of his disqualification or cancellation, as the case may be. of 
his candidature 

Provided that the number of attempts may be relaxed in respect of such 
categories of persons as may from time to time, be notified in this behalf by the 
Central Government to the extent and subject to the conditions notified in respect 
of each category 
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(v) Officers recruited as Deputy Superintendents of Police in States under State 
Police Service and Assistant Commandants in Central Para Military Forces (Ce tra 
Reserve Police Force. Border Security Force, Indo-Tibet Border Police, Central 
Industrial Secunty Force and Sahstra Seema Bal) and officers of the rank of Captain or 
Major or equivalent in the Armed Forces having minimum five years experience of 
continuous and actual service will be eligible to appear in the examination 

(vi) Fees - He must pay the fees specified by the Commission 

(VII) Vigilance Clearance - Every candidate opting for the Limited Competitive 
Examination, will have to enclose a certificate from his parent cadre declaring him clea 
from Vigilance angle Current Vigilance clearance certificate from the parent cadre will 
have to be produced at the time of interview 

5 Disqualification for Admission -Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may be held by the Commission to disqualify 
him for admission to the examination 

6 Commission’s Decision Final -The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination shall be final and no 
candidate to whom a certificate of admission has not been issued by the Commission 
shall be admitted to the examination , 


7: List of successful candidates -(1) Subject to the provision of sub-regulation (2), the 
Commission shall forward to the Central Government a list arranged in order of merit of 
the candidates who have qualified by such standards as the Commission may 
determine. 

(2) The candidates, belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other Backward Classes may, to the extent of the number of vacancies reserved for 
the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward Classes be 
recommended by the Commission by a relaxed standard, subject to the fitness of these 
candidates for selection to the Service 7 

Provided that the candidates, belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other Backward Classes who have been recommended by the Commission without 
resorting to the relaxed standard referred to in this sub-regulation, shall not be adjusted 
against the vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
Other Backward Classes 

8. Appointments from the List - Subject to the provisions of regulations 9,10,12 and 13, 
candidates may be considered for appointment to the available vacancies in the order in 
which their names appear in the list

(vi) resorting to the following means in connection with his candidature for the 
examination, namely-

GS.R. 98(E).— In exercise jof the powers conferred by subsection (1) of 
section 3 of the All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951),-}he Central (^yernment after 
consultation with the State Governments concerned hereby makes th^following rules 
further to amend the Indian Police Service (Probation) Rules, 1954, nam£y.- 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Indian Police Service (Probation) 
Amendment Rules, 2011 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette 

2 In the Indian Police Service (Probation) Rules, 1954, - 

(a) in rule 3, in sub-rule (2), after clause (ii), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely - 

“(hi) Every person recruited for the Service in accordance with the 
Indian Police Service (Appointment by Limited Competitive Examination) 
Regulations, 2011 shall be appointed to the service on probation for a 
period of two years ”, 

/ 
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(b) in rule 5, after sub-rule (4), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
namely.- 

“(5) A probationer referred to in clause (ih) of sub-rule 2 of rule 3, shall 
undergo such training in Lai Bahadur Shastri National Academy of 
Administration, Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel National Police Academy, 
Hyderabad or in State Training Institution or in any other recognised 
training institution in the Country for such period as the Central 
Government may consider necessary - 

Provided that where a probationer does not undergo such training 
within the penod of probation or within the extended period of probation, 
as the case may be, bo shall be reverted to his substantive post in the 
parent cadre ”, ‘ 

(c) In rule 10, after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rules shall be inserted, 
namely - 

“(3) The Central Government shall prepare a list of all probationers 
recruited through Limited Competitive Examination who have been 
assigned the same year of allotment as provided for in rule 3 of the Indian 
Police Service (Regulation of Seniority) Rules, 1988. Such list shall be 
arranged in the order of merit which shall be determined in accordance 
with the aggregate marks obtained by each probationer- 

(i) at the Limited Competitive Examination 

(u) in respect of his record in the Lai Bahadur Shastri National 
Academy of Administration and in the Sardar Vallabhai Patel 
National Police Academy or in State Training Institution or in any 
other recognised training institution in the Country for such period 
as the Central Government may consider necessary, and 

(ni) at the final examination, 

(4) The seniority interse of the probationers, who are assigned the 
same year of allotment, shall be determined in accordance with the list 
prepared under sub-rule (3) and probationers who are apposed on the 
basis of an earlier competitive examination shall be ranked above those 
appointed consequent to a later competitive examination.

(d) in rule 13, after sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
nameiy:- 

“(4) The salary of a person referred to in clause (lii) of sub-rule (2) of 
rule 3 shall be fixed in minimum of the junior scale in PB 3 (Rs 15600- 
39100) with grade pay of Rs 5400 and the actual pay drawn by him in his 
earlier post shall be treated as personal pay and shall cease as soon as 
his pay is increased by an amount equal to his personal pay/’” -
